“T'm very happy, but tired.” 

She and members of the fam- 
ily had just finished a 10-minute 
conversation with Dr. Grondin. 

Before leaving for home, she 
said her husband, who enteréd 
ithe institute Wednesday, had 
known for ‘three days that he

The institute spokesman said 
Mr. Murphy had suffered three 
strokes, the first in 1959. 

Everyone was “optimistic” 
|that the transplant operation 
|would be @ success, 
| Earlier today, Dr. David said 
in an interview: 

“We prepared ourselves for 
many months for the operation 
and today was about the time 
we had expected to do it. 

“According to. blood tests, 
Murphy was best suited. and he 
also needed it the most.” ~ 


TWO TEAMS OPERATE 


Two medical teams were in- 
volved in the operation. A team 
of 12 was with Mr. Murphy and 
one of nine with Mrs. Rondeau, 
who died just before the trans- 
plant operation after having lain 
for a time in a heart-lung ma- 
chine. _ 

Dr. David said that at the 
crucial moment of the heart 
transfer, both teams had to be 
perfectly timed. 

Of. the world’s 17 previous 
heart transplant patients, seven 
still survive. 

Mrs. Rondeau’s. kidneys went 
to Martha Zanna, 13, of Mont- 
real, and Mrs, Giselle Grenier, 
23, of Quebec City.

A Capital Sun Draws Quebec Talent 


T times in politics the wood is 
obscured by the trees. Some facts” 


“may be so obvious that few people pause 


to consider their sig- 
nificance. There has 
been much comment 
about the high 
calibre of the candi- 
dates of all parties 
presenting ~them- 
selves for nomination _ 
in the province of — 
Quebec. Although . 
many of the names 
may be unfamiliar to 
= elsewhere in 

the country, the biographical data is 
certainly impressive. Less. noted is the 
plain meaning to be drawn from the 
emergence of all this talent. Evidently 
something has happened in Quebec which 
has created a new political reality and 
destroyed an assumption to which many 
people subscribed with apparent reason 
only a few short years ago. 

The assumption was that Quebecers 
could not care less about Ottawa, For 
men of ambition all roads led to the new 
action centre, Quebec City. 

The trend began when Mr. Jean 
Lesage, a former federal minister, 
became premier of Quebec and included 
in his cabinet a number of former MPs. 
It accelerated as the quiet revolution 
focussed attention on the provincial 
capital. The mew magnet attracted not 
only politicans but also civil servants. It 
drew not only Liberals but also 
Conservatives, especially after 1962 and 
later when Mr. Diefenbaker’s leadership 
became unacceptable to the Quebec 
wing. Among those who abandoned the 
Ottawa field were Mr. Remi Paul, now 
the Quebec Speaker; Mr, Clement 
Vincent, now Quebec minister of agri- 
culture; Mr. Leon Baleer, who ran 
unsuccessfully as a Liberal provincial

candidate and Mr. Paul Martineau who_ 


became -a member of the Prevost royal 
commission looking into aspects of 
criminal law in Quebec.

But it was not merely the 
separatists who treated them with 
condescension. One former minister, 
addressing a Montreal “audience, ex+ 
claimed: “Ottawa is nét a foreign 
government and yet, in ‘Quebec, we've 
reached the point where we treat it 
worse than the government in Moscow.” 

This is no isolated example. Federal 
ministers at that time were commonly in 
the position of defending “themselves. 
Thus the late Mr. Favreau delivered a 


‘speech in October 1964 which included 


this passage. 

“But I accept less readily the 
accusation of betraying my _ fellow 
French Canadians — indeed, I reject it 
totaliy, because I am conscious of being, 
with my colleagues, in the first line of 
defence of French Canada. Thus] remind 
those, on the one hand, who reproach us 
with abandoning our homeland of Quebec 
that if in Quebec City we need dynamic 
men to ensure our long-term salvation, 
in Ottawa, we also need champions who 
are committed, and determined, to 
sweep aside obstacles likely to hinder 
French Canada’s rebirth. Those who are 
absent, must it be said again, are always 
wrong; 
Ottawa will not necessarily make us a 
gift of our rights if we sulk out of the 
discussion, our heads in the’ sand, like 
ostriches .. .”" 


Tide Turned 


It seems in retrospect that the tide 
turned in 1965 when Mr. Pearson 
succeeded in enlisting the “three wise 
hand, Pelletier and 
Trudeau) for h eral cause.

Why Lobster Transplants 
To Pacific Are Difficult 


. There is no problem in 
keeping the adults alive. 
They transport easily and 
have lived for several years 
on this coast both in cap- 
tivity and in the wild state. : 
Presumedly the difficulty Carl : 
arises at some other stage in their life history. 

The problem of establishing such a complex 
animal.as the Atlantic lobster in a new area is 
in ‘itself extremely complex. Here we are 
dealing with a creature that through eons of 
time has: become adapted to a set of highly 

conditions as found on the Atlantic 
Coast of the continent north of Cape Cod, In 
their ‘normal range lobsters live on rocky 
bottom where thé temperatures vary little and 
where certain types of food organisms are 
available. Here also they are well able to cope 
with their norma] predators. 

In due course the females lay eggs which 
are carried attached to the swimmerets 
beneath the abdomen. In time these hatch into 
larvae which now live free-swimming life in

Then, even granting that 
fertile eggs are produced, the chances of 
larvae surviving conditions in a strange ocean 
and finally settling on a suitable habitat are 
indeed extremely remote. 

The introduction of any foreign species into 
&@ new area is a risky business. Most often 
such efforts erd in failure but occasionally the 
result js disastrous as when the alien form 
becomes a pest. There is little likelihood of 
lobsters becoming a nuisance but ‘the 
advisibility of releasing them in British 
Columbia is being questioned by biologists 
including the writer, not only because usually 
some native species have to give space to the 
alien but also there is every chance of 
introducing disease organisms against which 
local species have little or no immunity. Tt 
seems far better to spend the time and money. 
on improving our native forms than in trying 
to bring in foreign stock of doubtful value.

All old flumes were dis- 
carded and replaced by 
underground pipes, The mil- 
lion dollar project, shared by 
federal, provincial and civic 
governments, has just been 
completed, 

Even more spectacular in 
this city’s planning is the 
location of an industrial area 
on bench land southwest of 
the city and the establishment 
of industries on this land, 

The 200 acres so designated 
ts a chunk of land that years 
ago was named a cutoff when 
boundaries of the Indian re 
serve were decided, It's noth- 
ing but rocks and clay banks 
and is good for litte else but 
industrial development, 

Although the council of that 
time didn’t foresee any great 
development up there, Pentic- 
ton applied for this land when 
it was cut off from the 
reserve — and got it,

Until the time Maurice 
Finnerty became mayor how- 
ever, it remained a waste of 
rocks and clay from which 
snippets were occasionally 
sold to speculators, 

Mr, Finnerty’s ambition 
when he took office was to 
beautify his city*and make it 
attractive to tourists as well 
as industry. To do this” he 
soon discovered he’d have _to 
relocate some - long-standing 
industries that by then were 
poorly situated on property 
that could be put to better use 
for green belts, parks and 
motels. 

He'd also need to. provide 
new locations for other indus- 
tries in the centre of ‘the city 
that wished to expand and at 


the same time entice new 
industries. 

He thought of the cut-off 
land the city-owned land, and 
immediately hired consultants 
and formed a city planning 
board to develop the acreage. 

Conditions of sale were set. 
Old existing industries and 
those wishing 10 expand were 
offered a nominal -price for 
the land if they would relo- 
cate. In turn, the city under. 
took to rezone the properties 
they had occupied for highest 
and best use, 


* * * 


New industries had to buy 
in the area for a_ specific 
purpose, start developmient 
within a stated number of 
days and if this was not done, 
had to sell back to the city 
within a set time mit. 

Three years ago, when the 
project was beginning to take 
shape, the Okanagan Valley 
was designated a “benefiting 
area” and eligible for’ federal 


aid to assist in creating all- 


year-round industries. 


This was because of its’ 


seasonal fruit and_ tourist 
trades which saw numbers of 
transients brought in to work 
in summer and its own people 
unable to find employment in 
winter, 

Because Penticton had an 
organized industrial area 


ready for use, it was able to |& 


attract these industries. It 
was also able to offer the land 
far below its market value but 
still higher than it cost to 
acquire, 

* * * 


Success of the project didn't 
just happen, Maurice Finnerty 
told me. It was the result of 
complete co-operation between 
the city council, chamber of 
commerce, the city's indus- 
trial committee and its in- 
dustrial manager. 

A substantial budget was 
also provided (and is still 
provided) for promotion that 
would attract industry. 

Mr, Finnerty believes there 
is ‘a, great need for cities and 
municipalities to establish this 
type of land bank not only for 
industry but for residential 


purposes. 

Penticton; he says, is one of 
the few that has ‘been able to 
eccumulate both. 

Soon, he warns, it will be 
impossible to get such land. 
Perhaps. even now it is 
impossible in-some cities. It is 
far too expensive.
